Dr.Stauffer, 62, 
Leading Pastor, 


Succumbs Here 


Dr. C. R. Stauffer, 62, for nearly 
20 years pastor of the First Chris- 
tian church of Atlanta and one of 
the city’s leading civic and reli- 
gious workers, died yesterday in a 
local hospital after a short illness. 
He was stricken suddenly Sunday 
night at his home, 857 Virginia 
avenue, N. E., and remained in a 
critical condition up to the time 
of his death, | 

Dr. Stauffer, one of the leading 
figures of his church, Was born 
ait Polo. Iil.. on January 5, 1882, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. W. C. 
Sitautfer. now of Dixon, IIl., who | 
survive him. He was graduated| 
from Eureka College, Eureka, III., 
in 1906, and did postgraduate 
work at Auburn Theological Sem. 
inary. Syracuse, N. Y., and at the 
University of Chicago. 

After his graduation from Eu-| 
reka College, Dr. Stauffer was. 
married on October 10, 1906, to | 
Miss Cora Coreille, of Delavan, 
Tuinois. 

FIRST PASTORATE 

Upon entering the ministry, he | 
first served as pastor of the South 
Geddes Street Christian church, 
Syracuse, N. Y. Later he was min- 
ister of the Norwood Christian 
church. at Cincinnati, and at the 
Ninth Street Christian church, 
Washington, D. C. In August, 1925, 
he came to Atlanta to serve as 
minister of the First Christian 
church at 200 Pryor street. 

Dr. Stauffer was an able and 
forceful minister. When he came 
to Atlanta, the First .Christian 
church had a membership of 400 
and a debt of $50,000. During his 
ministry there were 2,000 addi- 
tions to the church. At present it 
has 1,400 members. 

In addition. Dr. Stauffer cleared | 
the church of debt and at the end | 
of last year it had more than $10,- |

ant General Richard Heidrich, to 
throw the Allies out of Cassino. 

New Zealand and Indian troops 
still held the railway station and 
Castle Hill on the slope of Mt. 
Cassino, but the Nazis 
throwing vicious 
against Indian Gurkhas clinging 
Allied dive-bombers 
supplied isolated Allied 
parachute. 

The ferocity of the Nazis’ 
fense was partly explgined by the 
disclosure that Heidrich’s para- 
chute troops, to whom have been 
added units of a crack armored 
grenadier division, average about 
20 years of age and are thoroughly 
imbued with the Nazi doctrine.

BALTIMORE, March 21.—(/) 
The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion announced today the arrest of 
33 shipyard workers accused of 
falsifying work records to defraud 
the Bethlehem Steel Company’s 
Sparrows Point (Md.) yards and 
the government of sums which 
amounted to more than $1,000,000 
a year. 

John W. Vincent, special agent 
in charge of the Baltimore FBI 
office, said that the scheme had 
been in operation for at least five 
years, and that other arrests 
would follow. 

The arrest of 17 of the.persons 
had been reported a few hours. be- 
fore the additional 16 were taken 
into custody. The 33, Vincent said, 
were counters in the welding sec- 
tion and were responsible for re- 
cording the amount of welding 
done by individual workers. 

For a fee, Vincent continued, 
these counters would credit the 
welders with more work than they 
actualy had done, thus resulting 
in larger pay checks. 

The shipyard, working on gov- 
ernment contracts, built 24 major 
vessels last year — principally 
tankers and cargo ships. It is one 
of two Bethlehem shipyards 
Baltimore. 

In Washington, an FBI 
nouncement said that the com- 
i pany “had cooperated to the full- 
est extent” in the investigation 
which led to the arrests.

Best Means of Storing 
Fresh Meats and Poultry 


By Sally Saver. 


Because tire and gas saving 
measures have made it necessary 
to shop for several days at a 
time it is imperative that we 
know the best means of storing 
fresh meats and poultry. Improp- 
erly stored foods result in waste, 
and it is the patriotic duty of 


every housewife to avoid waste| 


in any form; particularly it is to 
our advantage to make best use 
of the rationed protein foods. 

As soon as meat is brought home 
from the market, remove the 
heavy wrapping paper. This is 
very important, for the paper acts 
@s an insulator against the cold 
of the refrigerator. When meat 
remains wrapped, even though it

Ground meats must be stored 
with especial care. If there is no 
meat storage compartment they 
must be placed directly under the 
freezing unit and used as soon as 
possible. Ground meat should 
never be kept longer than 24 hours 
unless it is frozen since it is more 
perishable than other cuts. 

All vegetables should be washed 
and placed immediately in a vege- 
table bin with a cover. Vegetables 
should not be allowed to stand 
at room temperature because vita- 
min values are quickly lost. Do 
not cut or peel vegetables until 
just ready to use, and never allow

Barrymore did play the Hamlet 
role for exactly 101 performances 
on Broadway. Then he failed to 
show up for the next matinee. 

Instead he called upon Feodor 
Chaliapin, the great Russian basso. 
They ate and drank until evening. 
Chaliapin was to sing that night, 
and Jack asked him (by means of 
an interpreter who, Barrymore 
said, was a burlesque actor) how 
he could drink and eat so much 
and remain fit for a performance. 

“T though for a moment,” Jack 
said, “that the lusty Feodor would 
explode. He laughed until the 
dishes on the speakeasy tables 
rocked. Then he began to yell 
in Russian. When this earthquake 
had died down, I asked our lin- 
guist from the burlesque wheels,” 
“What in hell did Feodor say?’ To 
which the interpreter replied sol- 
emniy, ‘He says he can eat and 
drink like a big horse before sing- 
ing, because he is such a damned 
fine actor!’ And, by gosh! he could, 
and did. We had many fine times 
together in New York, and again 
in London and Paris.” 

Jack did not say goodbye to 
Hamlet permanently. The toured

“Jack was living at the old 
Whistler house in London,” Miss 
Collier said. “He seemed com- 
paratively happy in the environ- 
ment, but had intermittent periods 
of dejection.” 

They went week after week, 
to the managers, in the endeavor 
to hire a theater. “Just as suc- 
cess seemed near,” said Constance, 
“Jack would spoil everything by 
putting on a tough voice.

Henry Ford, in Atlanta for Sunday evening, gave to our 
Lee Fuhrman a typical Henry Ford interview. That is, to 
Say, it was absorbing, full of ideas and facts and the inevitable 
favor of mysticism. 


Mr. Ford always says something. 


First, he said the war would be over in two months. He 
had his reasons for that belief, but he would not state them. 

Our invasion is expected to come about within that period, 
and Mr. Ford may have had that in mind or he may know of 
some other factors. 

And then too, of course, Mr. Ford may very well be wrong. 

It wouldn't, as more than one skeptic has pointed out, be the 
first time. His record on war predictions isri’t perfect. But then, 
for that matter, whose is? 

The practical view on the end of the war is much better 
exemplified by Lord Halifax, the British ambassador, who holds 
merely “that the war is four and one-half years nearer the end 
than when it began.” 

That, undeniably, is the only safe way to look at it. 

There must be no unwarranted optimism, no premature relaxa- 
tion of the war effort. Until the guns have actually ceased firing, 
we must continue our all-out efforts. Only thus is the earliest 
possible peace assured. 

Meanwhile, whatever the evaluation of Mr. Ford as a military 
prophet, one must realize that he is an amazing person, one who, 
probably more than anyone else, is responsible for the tremendous 
mass production achievements of the nation. 

No American, especially no Georgian, can disagree with his 
Statement that idle, wasted land is one of our greatest tragedies. 
He spoke of this in stating his idea of the greatest single postwar 
problem. He said, “Go to work.” And he expanded it by saying 
that meant putting idle land to work, 

It is important, too, when one of our great industrialists 
announces for the wiping out of all “greeds, creeds and boundary 


lines.” 
out all tariffs, travel restrictions and literally making us all 
world citizens of “one world.” ° 

He thinks the airplane may, in time, do away with railroads 
aitogether. He sees gigantic planes and more good highways 
for better automobiles making greater inroads on railroads when 
the war ends, with the railroads going out “in time.”

If, as indicated as probable, congress puts itself on record as 
favoring relaxation of the blockade on Hitler Europe, the national 
lawmakers will place themselves in an exceedingly unwise position. 
For they will then be affirming that they are better able to 
conduct the war and bring about an early victory, than are the 
military and naval leaders who compose the Allied staffs which 
cetermine strategy. 

The senate has already passed a resolution urging the Allies 
to send in food for the subjugated peoples in Nazi-held Europe. 
A similar resolution is now before the house with Foreign Affairs 
Committee approval. 

Despite specious arguments to the contrary, there is no way 
by which food can be sent into Europe without benefiting 
Germany. It is fatuous in the extreme to believe that, if we 
should send food into Occupied France, for instance, the Germans 
would not take a commensurate amount away from the people 
of that shackled nation and ship it into Gefmany. Regardless of 
what we do the Nazis are going to leave for their ensiaved victims 
mo more than the absolute minimum necessary to maintain life. 

The blockade is a weapon that has been proven highly effective. 
It will be responsible for a large part of the coming victory, To

My Eyes Bugged 
Out at the Rockets 


It was late last June and it was my first 
Sunday in London. 

Mr. Lewis Hawkins, of the Associated Press, 
had me in tow. 

“Have you seen the rocket guns?” he asked. 

“You mean the secret weapons the Germans have been talking 
about?” I asked. 

“Ha! Ha!” said Mr. Hawkins, or something like that. 

We walked on and pretty soon we came to a battery of rocket 
guns. It was a big one. So were the guns. 

There was a barbed-wire fence around the battery and against 
the barbs leaned a large crowd of Londoners watching the crews 
at practice. It was the daily custom. There must have been 
several hundred of the guns. 

“How long have they been here?” I asked Mr. Hawkins, in a 
somewhat feverish voice. 

“A little more than two years,” he said. 

“But why hasn’t the Associated Press told of this thing?” TI de- 
manded. “Let us go back now and file a few thousand words.” 

“You can’t write a word about them,” he said. “We have tried. 
It is here and in other places for all the people to see. Every- 
one knows we have been using rockets. But maybe the Germans 
don’t know. Maybe they think it is a new-type gun. So, we 
haven't been allowed to write anything about them.” 

So, that was that. We watched the drill and left. 

I was bug-eyed then, because those rockets were rockets, if you 
know what I mean. 

Later on I was to become really bug-eyed at seeing the different 
type rockets and some of the locations for them. 

I am allowed to write just this 


BEFORE THE GERMANS 
much because a couple of days 


ago the Associated Press in London was allowed to release a story 
for publication in this country which told that rockets had been in 
use before the Germans had them. The English were using them 
in 1941, 

The first ones were rockets used to keep low-flying dive bomb- 
ers well up. But later on, says the story, they worked out rockets 
which will go plenty high. Those, incidentally, were the first ones 
I saw. They could go plenty high. They were like something out 
of Superman’s adventures. 

The propellant is made in this country and so that means we 
have got them, too. The English report this propellant “one of 
the most effective ever developed.” That is comforting. 

“How much the rocket has contributed to the defense of Britain 
cannot as yet be told, but the number of “kills” is proof it is a very 
effective weapon, 

All I can say is that they make a nice noise, one as loud as 
the largest bombs. And they put up, and down, a hail of shrapnel 
pieces large enough to make it imperative {to stay in shelter during 
the time they are in action. 

That's all they are permitting the Associated Press to tell from 
London even now. There is more to tell. Later on-in the war, 
All the while we were using them we had to listen to all the 
German propaganda stories about rocket weapons. I'll bet I have 
had dozens of persons ask me why we and England couldn't de- 
velop some of these new weapons, such as rockets? “Didn't we 
have any brains?” they asked. I had to say that perhaps we would 
some day when all along I knew we had had them for more than 
two years and had them ahead of the Germans. 

Some of the German stories were trial balloons to try and get 
the Allies to make some statement about the rockets and that, of 
course, is why they didn’t. 

Censorship often seems downright ridiculous. 

More often than not there is a very real reason for it. 


PROPAGANDA 


We are going to hear more and more prop- 
aganda about our invasion. An _ invasion, 
wherever made, is going to cost lives. _And, of course, the Germans 
have fortified the channel and North sea coasts in great depth and 


with much equipment. 

But, it is well to keep in min 
on a campaign to make us believe 
made, wilf cost more lives than it actually will cost. — 

What they are trying to do is to so horrify the American people 
they will be ready and willing to make an early peace without 
actually invading, or without demanding complete surrender. 

The Germans will make the most determined effort to stop our 
first invasion effort. They will then begin a great campaign, the 
tenor of which will be this: ““You have tried and failed. The cost 
in lives was great. You see now it cannot be done at all, or if 
done at all, the cost will be a million lives. Let us make peace. 


Let Germany alone.” 

We may expect that now. 

Let me say, to be completely understood, that of course the 
Germans have great fortifications and great guns. 

But do not believe all the propaganda stories that already are 
coming out. 

There is, fortunately, no copyright on brains. 

The rocket story is illustrative-of what I am trying to say. We 
had rockets before the Germans.

) seeking the basic cause of the shortages of which 
we are inclined to complain. 

The whole thing, we all know, arises from the circumstances 
that our production machinery is today so much concentrated on 
making the implements and the materiel of war that there isn't 
enough civilian production to meet such demands as we made for 
goods in the old, carefree, prewar days. 

A factory turning out tanks or landing boats or planes can’t be 
used to turn out new automobiles to be bought at our personal 
pleasure. A factory now busy making precision instruments for 
antiaircraft guns can’t supply us with the fountain pens we would 
buy if they were available. 

And so on. That is a simple fact’of life in 1944 which we all 
know. 

Now 


there are various government 


HE WHO DECIDES agencies which decide that a given 


manufacturer shall make guns instead of, say, stoves. There is the 
department of procurement for the Army and for the Navy. There 
is the War Production Board. There are other agencies. And 
there is congress and the President behind them all. But there 
is one man who has even greater say-so on production than any 
other. He is also the final authority on the number of men to 
be drafted into uniforms any month. It is he who determines 
whether a certain proportion of men will better serve the cause 
of victory in active fighting service or working in war plants. 
His name is General Ike Eisenhower. 


NO ARGUMENT General Eisenhower is in supreme command 

of Allied forces now preparing for the com- 
ing invasion of western Europe. He is the chosen leader of what 
is the greatest and most complicated undertaking in the history of 
mankind. 

We must reduce the ratio of risk in the coming invasion as much 
as possible. We must make victory as certain as we can and de- 
feat as unlikely. We can’t be positive, in advance, on either score. 

The way to reduce the risk, however, is to make advance prep- 
aration as perfect as we can. This means men and equipment and 
training. And, with the responsibility on the shoulders of Ike 
Eisenhower, anything he asks for is promptly supplied, without 
question or argument, 

There is no delay in responding to Eisenhower's calls. If he 
asked for a couple of boat loads of yellow snakes, he’d get them. 
Of course, he doesn’t ask for snakes. 

But he asks for a lot of things. And there are some things he 


may not be needing, at the moment, in large quantity, which may. 


be needed in tremendous quantity in the near future. 

That is why authorities on this side are not permitting some 
factories, which may not be awfully busy right now on war con- 
tracts, to convert back to civilian production. If Eisenhower sends 


‘in a sudden call for the materiel those factories can produce, they 


must be ready to jump into full production overnight. 


THE DAY IS NEARING The day for the invasion is fast 
approaching. They have chris- 


tened it “Target Day” because the target will be Hitler’s Europe 
and the end of German resistance. 

There is good ground for hope that, with the successes of the 
Russians on the other side of the German perimeter of defense, a 
successful smash from the west may bring the end of Germany this 
summer. But, for success, the might of the coming blow has to be 
terrific. 

We must not weaken that blow by one ounce through any lack 
of men or materiel at Eisenhower's hand. 

If it means taking young men out of key industry to meet 
Eisenhower's calls for men, they must be taken. 

If it means further reduction in civilian gasoline rations, to keep 
Eisenhower’s armies moving and fighting, we must walk instead of 
riding, over here. 

If it means holding many factories out of civilian production, 
just so they will be ready whenever a call for more guns or rifles 
or airplanes or tanks comes from General Ike, we must do with- 
out what we would like to have, cheerfully. 

For the whole country, every man, woman and child in it. must 
agree Eisenhower must have whatever he wants, without delay and 
without stint. 

That is the only thing that matters this spring of 1944, as the 
decisive phase of the war in Europe draws very near,

It is about as futile a thing as the old grass roots movement 
launched against the President in 1936 by former Governor Tal- 
madge, of Georgia, and some of his deludéd associates, after which 
Mr. Roosevelt went on to win the nomination overwhelmingly and 
then carried all but two of the 48 states. 

Mr. Woodring, still sore because he was ousted from the cabinet 
as an incompetent after the outbreak of the European war, has 
announcéd that he will have more than $1,000,000 to spend on the 
anti-fourth-term enterprise. 

It would be interesting to see the sucker list from which such 
a sizable chunk of money was raised. Before the campaign is too 
far advanced one of the congressional investigating committees 
should take the lid off the collection plate and give the public a 
look inside. In that way we could more properly determine the 
motives of those who are putting up the cash. 

The Woodring-Farley movement, to be directed from headquar- 
ters soon to be established in Chicago, seems to be made up of all 
the soreheads in the Democratic party. Everybody who has been 
kicked out of the administration during the past 11 years, or who 
has gone sour on its policies for one reason or another, is lending 
a hand in the effort. Other more timid souls, chiefly office 
holders who are afraid to align themselves openly with the move- 
ment, will be cheering it on from the sidelines. 

These are the malcontents like “Pappy-Pass-the-Biscuits” O’Dan- 
iel, of Texas; roaring “Cotton Ed’? Smith, of South Carolina, and 
Senator Byrd, of Virginia—none of whom, it may be predicted, will 
quite have the courage to go the whole hog because of the reper- 
cussions it would have on their own chances at re-election. 


TALMADGE TO BE THERE ay aneer Governor . Talmadge, 


it seems safe to say, will be 
there with the other fussbudgets, unless he is a candidate for the 
senate against Senator Walter F. George, in which case he will 
probably pull in his horns and make some passing pretense at being 
a supporter of the administration by way of currying votes. 

In an effort to build up the movement and give it the appear- 
ance of a real revolt within the party against the President, Wood- 
ring, who is only a cat’s-paw for Farley, is running about the coun- 
try now seeking the enlistment of all disgruntled elements. As 
bait for bringing in a few leaders, all of them second-raters. he 
seems to be promising right and left the presidential nomination 
on a third-party ticket. 

There is evidence enough that he has held out prospects of such 
a nomination in at least two places during the past week. One 
involving Governor Sam Jones, of Louisiana, and the second none 
other than “Pass-the-Biscuits-Pappy,” the erudite Texas gent who 
started his political career as flour salesman medicine man. 

To give the movement character, Woodring, at the time it was 
first announced, mentioned Secretary of State Hull as a favorite 
of the group for a rump nomination for President. Mr. Hull prompt- 
ly repudiated the idea. 

Obviously the backers of the Farley-Woodring program are not 
so dumb as to think they have a ghost of a chance of defeating 
Mr. Roosevelt for a fourth-term nomination. if he is willing to 
accept. Farley, particularly, is too much of an old head at politics 
to be sold that idea. 


REAL AIM What they are shooting at is something entirely 

different. They hope to develop a schism within 
the Democratic party that will be an important contributing factor 
in the defeat of the Democratic ticket in the November election, 
—_ thus feather their nests with the new Republican adminis 
ration 

Woodring and Farley would like nothing better than to be 
placed in the eabinet of a Republican President. That is the 
epitome of their idea of vindication for all the fancied wrongs they 
have suffered at the hands of Mr. Roosevelt, who, in different 
ways, gave them both the air. 

They have got about as much chance of succeeding as the pro- 
verbial snowball in the nether regions. The Republicans, it may be 
sure, will be perfectly willing to accept any aid these two malcon- 
tents are capable of rendering among Democratic dissenters. But 
when it comes to passing out cabinet portfolios to two such cast. 
offs who, politically, amount to nil—well, even the GOP hasn't vet 
Slipped that far. : 

The President, as every intelligent observer knows, was never 
more certain of anything than the nomination for a fourth term—~ 
provided he is willing. And, if he does run for a fourth term. all 
of the squeaking and squawking of such soreheads as Farley and 
Woodring will not affect in the slightest his chances of re-election. 

It will take more leadership than these two are capable of to 
create a revolt within the Democratic party.
